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INTRODUCTION.* 


I 


11 one familiar with the Jewish Prayer Books of the past 
looks at our Prayer Book, the first feature that would 
strike him would be the large use of English in addition 
to the Hebrew in the services. Traditional Judaism used, 
and uses, two languages in its worship: Hebrew and 
Aramaic. But since Aramaic looks like Hebrew, using 
the same alphabet and the same signs, its presence is 
largely unrecognised. Though it came into the service 
much in the same way as English comes into our services 
—because it was at one time the language of many Jews 
who understood it and did not understand Hebrew 
so easily—time has obscured the reason, leaving only 
the fact that for centuries it has been used with 
Hebrew in Jewish worship and for Jewish study. In- 
deed, the presence of Aramaic in the _ traditional 
Prayer Book would give us traditional support, if we 
wanted it, for our use of English in ours. The principle 
is the same. Worship can be Jewish in any language, 
depending for its character not on its form but on its 
content, not on past associations so much as on present 
power. 

The extensive use of English in Liberal Jewish worship 
is related to our conception of the aim of public wor-

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ship. Why do we hold services at all? The primary 
answer for us is, not to maintain a tradition, but to main- 
tain life; not because Jewish services continue the past, 
but because they can exert a living influence on the 
present. In the first place, they rouse and stimulate the 
activity of the spirit in the individual. That is the chief 
function of public worship. If it does not do this, it can 
do nothing else. If, however, it does do this, it does 
also much more. If it can make the individual who comes 
to worship feel the urge of faith, and the power and the 
value of religion; if it can give him the feeling of a trans- 
formed life, which will then work to transform life, it 
has achieved its primary purpose. If Jewish public wor- 
ship can make the Jew who participates in it feel that 
Judaism has that meaning:and power for him, it will 
then also serve a second purpose; it will establish, or 
strengthen, in him the attachment to Judaism and to 
the Jewish brotherhood, making the individual feel at 
one with the House of Israel, past, present and future. 
These two purposes are inextricably bound together. 
The permanent loyalty of the Jew to the fellowship of 
Jews will depend on what that fellowship means to him. 
If it means to him the spirit and faith which touch and 
rouse his spirit to great aspiration, or feed his spirit with 
the food that it requires to satisfy the eternal hunger 
in the human soul; if, in other words, Jewish worship 
shows a religion that has the power of religion over the 
individual, then it will hold the allegiance of the indi- 
vidual Jew. Public worship is a communal act, but its 
communal value depends on its value to the individual. 
The aim, therefore, of Jewish public worship is to create 
the feeling that Judaism means something to the indi- 
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vidual, that it means much. Judaism is more than a 
historic survival to be admired, or a sentimental luxury 
to be indulged in occasionally; it is a living force, and the 
primary aim of Jewish public worship is to reveal to the 
individual its living power, whereby it can attract him to 
God and bring God to him. Though it is a communal 
act, it depends for its significance upon the individual, 
and it is valued by its influence on the individual. 

The use of English in our services issues from the aim 
of Jewish public worship. If it is to fulfil this aim, 
public worship must consist of prayers that can be under- 
stood by the individual who takes part in it. How else 
can its influence be felt? Occasionally, perhaps, an 
exotic, strange and incomprehensible service may exer- 
cise an influence on an impressionable spirit by its very 
mysteriousness, but with every repetition of the experi- 
ence, the impressiveness would diminish. Regular wor- 
ship in a language not understood by those who are 
worshipping can hardly serve permanently as a spiritually 
stimulating experience. At any rate, in the construction 
of our Prayer Book, we have worked on the principle 
that public worship, for the exercise of its utmost in- 
fluence, must use the language that the worshippers can 
understand. All English Jews understand English, very 
few understand Hebrew. All think in English. It there- 
fore follows as the most natural act of religion for them 
to pray in English. To show, however, our relation with 
the past and our attachment to the whole House of 
Israel, we have retained in Hebrew the oldest of the 
prayers. All Jews know their meaning. 

In this fundamental purpose of public worship—to 
stimulate spiritual activity in the individual—lies also the 
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explanation of another feature of the Prayer Book—the 
variety of services. There are twenty-five complete 
services for use on Sabbaths and weekdays. 

The ideal for a religious service would be that it should 
express each time the feelings and needs of the indi- 
viduals who come to it. That, however, is obviously an 
impossibility. We come to the Synagogue with diverse 
feelings issuing out of diverse circumstances and out of 
diverse experiences, some depressed, others cheerful, 
some rejoicing because of happiness, others labouring pos- 
sibly under a burden of anxiety, pain or need. For all, 
religion has a message, but each requires the application 
of a particular aspect of that message. Joy requires 
sanctification by strength, anxiety calls for help to estab- 
lish a quiet mind. If the service should in any measure 
meet all of these needs, it has to create its own atmo- 
sphere, containing the influence of spiritual aspiration 
and religious peace, which each individual will apply to 
his own case. 

To succeed in this, the service must have the help of 
those who take part in it. If anyone comes to public 
worship and leaves with the feeling that he has got 
nothing out of it, let him ask: Did I bring anything to 
it? Most often the answer to the second will supply the 
cause of the first. A stubborn heart, a rebellious heart, 
a cold heart that cherishes its coldness, a critical mind 
that looks for objects of criticism, will not profit. It is 
true of public worship in a high degree that only they 
receive who give. The influence of public worship, like 
that of electricity, is felt only where there is a capacity 
for receiving it. Stone and ice are spiritual non- 
conductors. 
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On the other hand, the service must have some 
creative power. It must have in it something which will 
arouse the heart that wishes to be roused. Here is where 
variety helps. For some people there is a charm in the 
familiar. That with which we are familiar gives a com- 
fortable feeling. On the other hand, the familiar is liable 
to be dull and without any stimulating power. Much 
repetition in prayer takes meaning out of the prayer. 
Even great literature can hardly survive such constant 
use. 

Moreover, variety in the character of the services held 
each week seemed desirable to bring out the variety in 
religious thought. There are a few passages that occur 
in practically all the services; the Shema and the Kaddish 
are in all, one or two other traditional prayers are in 
many, and the prayer for the Royal Family is in all 
the morning services. A few traditional prayers occur 
in a number of the services, but the larger part of each 
service is distinctive. 

All the services in the Prayer Book have in them 
something familiar and they all have something in them 
which is new. They may give the feeling of comfort 
which comes with that which we know well and also 
produce that exercise of thought which comes with that 
which is new. 

To stimulate thought—that may be to some an un- 
expected function to ascribe to a religious service, at any 
rate, in so far as the prayers are concerned. But spiritual 
aspiration also means thinking. The worship of God re- 
quires the mind as well as the heart. We can find Him 
not only by entreating His help, but also in the quiet, 
or disturbing, activity of the mind. We can think our

way to God. There has always been in Jewish worship 
a didactic element. The origin of the Synagogue 
was responsible for it, having first been a place of in- 
struction and study. Hence the central place given to 
the readings from the Law and Prophets. In this Prayer 
Book such passages are also introduced among the prayers 
themselves in the hope that we will not only pray to- 
gether, but also think together, and in joint thought get 
nearer to one another and to God. 

In the Jewish view, public worship is not only an 
occasion for communal and individual prayer, but also 
for instruction. Communion with God comes not only 
through supplication and aspiration, but also by thought.

In form and content the services in this book show 
the ideas of Liberal Judaism, which aims, in its teaching, 
to combine the permanent spiritual values in the Jewish 
Tradition with modern thought, and to express the 
spiritual and moral direction of Judaism in a way particu- 
Jarly suitable to the needs of modern Jewish life. The 
traditional and the new are combined in the services, 
forming, we hope, in each service, a unity which shall 
satisfy the historic feeling and the religious thought of 
the modern Jewish consciousness. 

The new prayers often express more especially the dis- 
tinctive ideas of Liberal Judaism; and only. those tradi- 
tional prayers have been retained which in themselves 
or by reinterpretation express ideas which we believe, or 
desires which we feel. When traditional prayers are 
used, the Hebrew of the original is most often printed 
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with an English paraphrase, which is sometimes like a 
translation, deviating from literalness only for the sake 
of ease in reading; at other times, however, the English 
paraphrases also the meaning of the original, interpreting 
it so as to accord with our beliefs. In other words, we 
have here and there read a new meaning into an old 
prayer, one, however, not unrelated to its original mean- 
ing. For some reasons this procedure is unsatisfactory, 
it is open to misunderstanding; but it has been adopted 
only with prayers which are so old that they could not 
be excluded from Jewish services. The best example is 
the prayer on page 8 and elsewhere, beginning ‘‘ Thou 
art mighty, O Lord.’’ It is a very ancient prayer, 
dating back in its present form nearly twenty-one cen- 
turies. It contains a reference to the belief in the bodily 
resurrection of the dead, which was for a long time a 
teaching of Judaism; it still is an official dogma of Ortho- 
dox Judaism. For Liberal Judaism, however, the belief 
in the resurrection of the body has lost its significance; 
its teaching about life after death is contained in the 
hope for immortality issuing from the belief in eternal 
life. Though this prayer has been retained in its ancient 
Hebrew form, the paraphrase shows that we ascribe 
to it a meaning somewhat different from its original one 
but related to it. 

Besides the prayers from the traditional services, the 
historic element in this Prayer Book is further repre- 
sented by selections from the Bible, Apocrypha, Talmud, 
and later Jewish writings, especially the medieval Jewish 
poets. The book of Psalms supplies, of course, the 
largest number of Biblical passages and quotations ; but 
the books of the Prophets and the Wisdom books have 
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also been drawn upon, to supply the large part of the 
didactic element in the services. 

The use of the Apocrypha, if it needs justification, 
must find it in the character and quality of the selections 
used. They sometimes contain ideas which are expressed 
in no other section of ancient Jewish literature with 
the same explicitness, and in language that has an attrac- 
tive quality of its own. Being Jewish in their origin, 
and showing in many places, we believe, the quality of 
inspiration, they deserve to be rescued from their long 
neglect by the Synagogue. 

Some of the new prayers were taken from the first 
books of services used by the Jewish Religious Union and 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue; others were newly written 
for the first edition of this book, and some further new 
prayers were written for this edition. I am conscious 
of the inadequacy of those I have written; all I can claim 
for them is that they are an effort to make our worship 
accord with modern thought, by the use of prayers 
informed by our conception of God and by our view of 
His relation to the universe and of our relation to Him. 

A few of the modern prayers have been drawn from 
non-Jewish sources, and the poems in the Supplement to 
Vol. I, which are intended for reading as parts of the 
services, are mostly by non-Jewish writers. In the 
second volume there are three selections from non- 
Jewish writers—Shakespeare’s Sonnet on the Soul, on 
page 258 and two poems in the Additional Readings. In 
the third volume, there is one poem. These were all 
included because they were felt to express inspiringly 
much of our thought and inspiration in a way acceptable 
to all theists. Poetry, like music, has a place of special 
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value in public worship and in individual prayer. There 
are, however, very few Jewish poems which in their 
English translations can be placed among the best poetry 
with the strongest appeal to the English-speaking Jew; 
so that a large part of the poetry in the services comes 
from non-Jewish writers, who, with a few exceptions, 
are among the greatest English poets. And the best 
poetry speaks the language of universal religion. [it the 
use of appropriate non-Jewish writings in a Jewish 
Prayer Book requires justification other than their in- 
trinsic merit, it would be in the belief which Liberal 
Jews hold, that Divine inspiration is universal, that, 
in the words of the prayer on page 200, God inspired the 
great and good among all the families of the earth; so 
that their words can help us when we pray. Though we 
believe that Israel was, and is, the peculiar people of 
revelation, we also believe that revelation was given to 
others, too. Plato and Shakespeare can help Jews to find 
their way to God. 

In form, the services follow, for the most part, the 
traditional services; especially is this the case with 
those for Holy Days, except that the Mussaph (the 
additional service on the mornings of these days) 
has been omitted. Only the Day of Atonement 
has it. This part of the service was so closely 
associated with the sacrificial system that most 
Reform and Liberal Jewish congregations have omitted 
it; and we have followed the general example. 
We were also guided by the minor reason that to have 
added a Mussaph in every case where the traditional 
Prayer Book has one, would have made our services 
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Some the services for Sabbaths and weekdays do 
not follow the traditional form. It was felt that there 
are times when a service of this sort has a particular 
value. In all the services, however, the Jewish charac- 
ter of the worship is evident. The ideas are always 
Jewish. Though there are also prayers which are just 
theistic, we believe that they add to the Jewish quality 
of the services; they do not detract from it, showing 
that Judaism stands for the teaching of a pure and uni- 
versal theism. 

The distinctive features of this Prayer Book, it will 
be seen, are related to the principle that present know- 
ledge and present needs have a place in religious teach- 
ing and worship. As the late Dr. Israel Abrahams wrote: 

“The formulation of the highest truth needs 
constant revision, and even more surely do the 
forms in which that truth is clothed. When dogma 
takes the place of love, religion is dead. And a 
liturgy that cannot expand, that cannot absorb the 
best religious teaching of the age, that cannot dare 
to sing unto the Lord new songs, such a liturgy is a 
printed page, it is not a prayer fresh from the 
suppliant’s heart.’’ (‘‘ Aspects of Judaism,’’ 2nd 
edition, page 46.) 

This expresses in relation to the liturgy the significance 
of the adjective in ‘* Liberal Judaism.’’ Those who have 
read Dr. C. G. Montefiore’s books are familiar with the 
application of the principle of development to the thought 
and worship of Judaism. This Prayer Book owes much 
to his influence in general and to his valuable advice in 
many details. 


We have endeavoured in this liturgy to apply the 
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fundamental principle of Liberal Judaism, the adap- 
tation of Judaism to the present, both in its form 
and in its ideas. Our Prayer Book, like Liberal 
Judaism itself, is a combination of the past and the 
present, and of Judaism and Universalism. Some will 
say this or that service is too traditional, others will 
say it is too untraditional, but the way to judge a service 
is not whether it is traditional or untraditional, but 
whether it helps Jews to feel the power in Judaism, 
whether it will help Jews and others who come to wor- 
ship in our Synagogues to feel in Judaism the satisfaction 
of their spiritual longing and the impetus to spiritual 
striving. 

We believe that the purpose of worship is to influence 
men. By their influence on human life, the services in 
this book will be judged. A story in the Bible tells that 
when Moses came down from the mountain after com- 
munion with God, his face shone. The test of worship 
is in the light it brings into human life. 

We send this book forth with the prayer that it may 
by its helpfulness gain a place in many hearts to bring 
them the blessings that come with the worship of God, 
and to strengthen them in their loyalty to the House of 
Israel and in their devotion to God.

The sources of the several prayers, meditations and 
readings used in the services are set out in the appendix 
at the end of each volume. The traditional Ashkenazi 
and Sephardi Prayer Books, and the Bible (Revised Ver- 
sion), have contributed the larger portions of most of the 
services. The prayers designated ‘‘new’’ were written 
by me; except the one beginning, ‘‘ A year has passed,”’ 
on page 70 of Vol. II, by the late Dr. Israel Abrahams, 
and in the same volume the paragraph beginning ‘‘ We 
rejoice ’’ on page 41 and the paragraph on page 243 begin- 
ning '* Almighty God,’’ both of which were written 
largely by the Hon. Lily H. Montagu. The prayers 
designated ‘‘ From the L.J.S. Prayer Book ’’ were also 
written by me. Those designated ‘‘ From the J.R.U. 
Book of Services ’’ were written by the late Rev. Simeon 
Singer, Miss Montagu, and the Rev. Morris Joseph. 

Some of the prayers and hymns, and large portions of 
the Memorial and Concluding Services on the Day of 
Atonement, have been taken from the Union Prayer 
Book, and our thanks are due to the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, who, through their executive officers, 
gave us permission to do so. Thanks are also due to the 
Jewish Publication Society of America for permission 
to use the hymn on page 105, and the translated sections 
from the works of Solomon Ibn Gabirol, Moses Ibn Ezra 
and Judah Halevi; to the Trustees of the Arthur Davis 
Memorial Fund for permission to use some of the trans- 
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London Synagogue of British Jews for the prayers 
adapted from their Prayer Book. 

I acknowledged in the Preface to the first edition, the 
valuable help I received in the original compilation 
of the Prayer Book. In the revision, I owe a special 
debt of gratitude to my colleague and son-in-law, Mr. 
Leslie I. Edgar, who helped me in many ways, and in 
whose Services for Young People I have found a number 
of the new selections which I have used in this edition, 
including some written by himself. 

The late Mrs. Alice Lucas and the late Mr. Israel 
Zangwill gave us permission to reprint some of their 
poems. Mrs. Lucas also wrote the new hymns for the 
Concluding Service of the Day of Atonement, and the 
new hymns for the Services for the Festivals. The late 
Poet Laureate, Dr. Bridges, gave us permission to use 
two selections from ‘‘ The Spirit of Man,’’ the Rev. 
Ellison A. Voysey permitted us to reprint three 
prayers by his father, the late Rev. Charles Voysey, B.A., 
from the Theistic Prayer Book (8rd edition), and Dr.

The daily life of man is, of necessity, a life of continual 
action with very little time for contemplation. | Con- 
sequently, a man’s standards easily become lowered and 
his outlook is narrowed amidst the hurry of daily affairs 
and his preoccupation with everyday needs. Easily he 
becomes obsessed with his own small self and his own 
small concerns and, physically jaded and with a warped 
sense of values, he loses much of the best which life offers 
him. He has not the time and he has not acquired the 
habit of mind which would enable him to enjoy the world, 
if he could see the world aright. 


His time, thoughts, and feelings are no longer at his 
own disposal. He does not survey the objects of nature 
as they are in themselves, but looks asquint at them to 
see whether he cannot make them the instruments of his 
ambition, interest, or pleasure: from a candid, undesign- 
ing, undisguised simplicity of character, his views become 
jaundiced, sinister, double; he takes no further interest in 
the great changes of the world but as he has a paltry 
share in producing them; instead of opening his senses, 
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his understanding, his heart to the resplendent fabric of 
the universe, he holds a crooked mirror before his face, 
in which he may admire his own person and pretensions, 
and just glance his eye aside to see whether others are 
not admiring him too. He no more exists in the 
impression which ‘ the fair variety of things ’ makes upon 
him, softened and subdued by habitual contemplation, but 
in the feverish sense of his own upstart self-importance. 
He is become the slave of opinion. He is a tool, a part 
of a machine that never stands still, and is sick and giddy 
with the ceaseless motion. 


When we come together for worship, we free ourselves 
from a host of activities, a multitude of concerns with 
which, at other times, we are preoccupied. We stand 
aside from all that makes up our business or professional 
life. We withdraw ourselves from family cares. We 
escape from daily routine and, in some measure, from 
daily worries. 

Normally, we are compelled to pass from one task to 
another in quick succession; one duty is completed only 
to be followed immediately by the next; a difficulty sur- 
mounted, a problem solved is replaced with such rapidity 
by further worries and by other cares that we have no 
choice, in daily life, but to live from one minute to 
another, to eliminate from our minds everything but that 
which is immediately ahead of us and which demands 
immediate attention, 

In worship, however, we are freed from the pressure of 
life. There are no immediate tasks to be performed: no 
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insistent needs clamouring for immediate satisfaction. 
For once, we are guaranteed Time and Quietude—the 
rarest possessions in life to-day. For once, we can escape 
from the tyranny of the next minute with its worries, 
tusks and duties. And so for once, we can take a larger 
view of life and survey years that are past and years that 
are to come. We can see life as a whole, as something 
more than a hurried and rushed existence. 

And when, as now, we do have time to take a larger 
view of life; when, in calm reflection, we enlarge our 
vision until we see life in its entirety, considerations come 
before us which tend to be excluded in the rush of every- 
day experience. Elements in life, which at other times 
can receive but little of our attention, now come into the 
forefront of our thought. We can now allow our spiritual 
needs to take precedence over those material satisfactions 
to which, usually, we pay such high regard and to which 
normally we devote so large a measure of our effort. In 
worship, the foremost place in our consideration is given 
to that which develops character in man, all that which 
lends nobility and dignity to human life, all wherein man 
can express the greatness of the human spirit. We con- 
sider what it means to us and for our lives that we have 
been endowed by God with reason, with a power to love, 
with a sense of the beautiful, and with a knowledge of 
righteousness. 


The spirit of the Lord is upon me; because the Lord 
hath anointed me to preach good tidings unto the meek; 
he hath sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, to pro- 
claim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison 
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to them that are bound; to proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord; to comfort all that mourn; to appoint unto 
them that mourn in Zion, to give unto them a garland 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the garment of 
praise for the spirit of heaviness; that they might be 
called trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be glorified. I will greatly rejoice in the 
Lord, my soul shall be joyful in my God; for he hath 
clothed me with the garments of salvation, he hath 
covered me with the robe of righteousness, as a bride- 
groom decketh himself with a garland, and as a bride 
adorneth herself with her jewels. For as the earth bring- 
eth forth her bud, and as the garden causeth the things 
that are sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to spring forth before all 
the nations. 


Faith means the realisation by the individual that he 
is related, that he is bound, to God. Out of that realisa- 
tion issues a capacity for living in contact with the infinite 
life of the universe. ‘‘ Seek ye the Lord, and ye shall 
live ’’ has a meaning that may go far beyond that intended 
by the prophet who spoke the words. Through faith, the 
sense of relation with God, there is established in man a 
capacity for the larger life. Religion offers every man a 
way of seeing life bigger. The way we look at life has 
much to do with what our life is, and religion aims to 
establish a way of looking at life with cheerfulness, 
courage and confidence. It aims to secure the recogni- 
tion of a world of higher values and the possibility of a 
life of greater worth. It is an attitude to life rooted in 
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an awareness of the spiritual reality in man and in the 
universe.. The use of religion is in the meaning it gives 
to life, in the sense of worth it gives to the individual, and 
in the realisation of power which it gives to humanity. 
For man lives not by bread alone but by everything 


that proceedeth out of the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live. 


Every human being is bound, in proportion to his mental 
gifts, to keep account with his soul, and to calculate what 
service of heart and mind he owes his Creator. And more 
is required of those gifted with clearer perception, or who 
have been specially blessed, than from others; because 
both their debt of gratitude and their power of fulfilment 
are greater. 

They who love God will do all that is right, without 
the hope of reward, and will forsake all that is evil, with- 
out the fear of punishment. They will also have no fear 
of anything, or any person, in this or in any other world, 
except for the Creator alone. And they will be indifferent 
to the praise and blame of men in doing the will of God. 


He who serves God out of love, devotes himself to the 
study and the performance of the divine law and the 
commandments, and moreover walks in the paths of 
wisdom; not for the sake of any worldly advantage; not 
because he is afraid of the evil which awaits the wicked; 
not because he wishes to secure to himself the bliss 


vouchsafed to the righteous; but he practises truth solely 
because it is truth... . 
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He who would learn the service of God will do well to 
say audibly each day, as he rises: ‘ This day I will be a 
faithful servant of the Almighty. I will be on my guard 
against wrath, falsehood, hatred and quarrelsomeness, and 
will forgive those who wound me.’ For whoso forgives is 
forgiven in his turn; hard-heartedness and a temper that 
will not make up quarrels are a heavy burden of sin, and 
unworthy of an Israelite. 


Do not seek for the City of God on earth, for it is not 
built of wood or stone; but seek it in the soul of the man 
who is at peace with himself and is a lover of true wisdom. 

If a man practises ablutions of the body, but defiles 
his mind—if he offers heeatombs, founds a temple, adorns 
a shrine, and does nothing for making his soul beautiful— 
let him not be called religious. He has wandered far 
from real religion, mistaking ritual for holiness; attempt- 
ing, as it were, to bribe the Incorruptible and to flatter 
Him whom none ean flatter. God welcomes the genuine 
service of a soul, the sacrifice of truth; but from display 
of wealth He turns away. 

Will any man with impure soul and with no intention 
to repent, dare to approach the most high God? The 
grateful soul of the wise man is the true altar of God, 


What is the destiny of the individual? My answer 
would be the education of the individual so that he finds 
his happiness and salvation in a complete acceptance of 
the Divine will and subordination to it. For that he has 
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been formed. His supreme freedom as a human spirit, 
made in the image of God, the individual must discover 
in his complete surrender without any claim of peculiar 
personal extraneous reward. And this would be in accord- 
ance with the Midrashic interpretation of the sentence 
from the book of Job, ‘‘ Who was here before Me, that I 
should be compelled to repay him?’’ And Job is 
just the book from which on the whole we can get much 
information as to what was Israel’s decisive thought upon 
the question of the destiny of the individual. 

In Judaism the central idea is God, and not man. 
What follows from this centrality of God in Judaism, as 
contrasted with human personality, is that man exists 
not for self-glorification, but for the glorification of God. 
Perfect self-realisation of the individual is the realisation 
in his life of God’s will through justice and love, through 
a holiness which is as near an approach to moral perfection 
as is humanly possible. This realisation of what in 
modern phrase I call, perfect freedom of the spirit, and in 
good classical Jewish terminology, perfect sanctification 
of our life, is to take place amidst the labours and 
struggles, the pains and pleasures, the sorrows and joys, 
the triumphs and defeats, the talents and ambitions, the 
hopes and surrenders, of human existence. 


For most of us life is simply an aggregate of un- 
important acts; but it is none the less a possession of 
great worth to 06 worthily used. To most of us life 
presents no great issues, but to all it presents the great 
issue how to live. We live for the most part unconsciously, 
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but it is necessary from time to time to examine 
consciously our unconscious living. The Psalmist pro- 
tests: 7" I do not exercise myself in things too high for 
me ’’; every man exercises himself in the greatest thing 
of all, the way of living. 

We can choose the way of our life. Not in all things 
of life have we a choice; fortune, fate or circumstances, 
call it what you will, have a hand in the succession of 
events that make up my life; and even in what I am, 
environment or heredity, or both, have had a share, limit- 
ing my capacities and powers, and so putting bounds to 
the possibilities of achievement. But to every normal 
man life presents one choice with the power to choose; 
how he shall live. 


The life which shows mercy, practices justice, and is 
graceful with humility, is higher than that which does 
not possess these qualities. These standards have all 
been questioned. Their justification lies in that they 
make life large. The higher life means the larger life, and 
the lower life means the smaller, the narrower, the 
restricted, life. Just as he who stands on a mountain 
peak sees more and, therefore, experiences more than 
he who is in a valley, so, conversely, the life that-com- 
prehends more in experience is the higher life. And I 
take that to be the ultimate standard for judging the 
quality of a life, whether it is capable of experiencing 
much or only little, whether it is capable of finding some- 
thing in a large number of pursuits and interests or is 
confined only to a very few, and whether the satisfactions 
it finds lie deep or only on the surface. 
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The claim of religion to the loyalty of men rests upon 
its ability to create this larger life, to create a capacity 
for more extensive and more intensive experience. That 
is what distinguishes it, for example, from art, to which 
it is in many things akin. The aesthetic sense is also a 
capacity for experiencing, but for experiencing only one 
set of activities. In music, art and literature men find 
many satisfactions, but religion offers satisfactions that 
include these, and more. The practice of righteousness, 
striving for an increase of righteousness in oneself and in 
the world, all that goes under the name of ethics, also 
offers a large field for the experiencing of life. But again, 
religion, though including it, goes beyond it. It offers 
the experience of beauty; but it offers, too, the experience 
of reality, the experience of the universe as a whole, 
an experience in which man reaches the very heart of 
being to feel there the beatings of its rich life. 


Look thou within: within thee is the fountain of all 
good, whose waters shall never ceuse to spring so thou 
dig deep enough. No soul is willingly bereaved of Truth, 
nor of those natural inclinations to justice and equanimity 
and kindness that are the fruit of her knowledge. It is 
most needful that thou remember this always: so shalt 
thou be far more gentle both in thy disposition towards 
men and in thy commerce with them. The true joy of 
man is in doing that which is most proper to his nature; 
and the first property of man is to be kindly affected 
towards them that are of one kind with himself. Let 
this, therefore, be thy sole care and desire; so always 
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and in all things to conduct thyself, whether doing or 
forbearing, as the law of charity and kind doth require. 


The tenacity of our courage depends upon our larger 
ideals. Whenever we despair of humanity, we despair 
of ourselves. Whenever we are poisoned by the thought 
that mankind labours in vain, our own labour inevitably 
grows weak and dispirited. Our power to continue even 
our humblest task is rooted deeper than we realise in the 
soil of our own dreams of God’s kingdom on earth. 


Men frequently think that the evils in the world are 
more numerous than the good things. They say that a 
good thing is found only exceptionally, whilst evil things 
are numerous and lasting. The origin of this error is to 
be found in the circumstance that people judge the whole 
Universe by examining one single person, for an ignorant 
man believes that the whole Universe exists for him; as 
if nothing else required any consideration. If, therefore, 
anything happens to him contrary to his expectation, he 
at once concludes that the whole Universe is evil. If, 
however, he would take into consideration the whole 
Universe, from an idea of it, and comprehend what a 
small portion he is of the Universe, he will find the truth, 

All mankind forms only an infinitesimal portion of the 
permanent Universe and some of the things which men 
call evils are for the Universe as a whole, not evil but 
good. Thus destruction, whether brought about by 
illness, or natural catastrophes such as earthquakes, 
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seems to the individual an evil. Yet for the development 
of the human species it may be a good. Moreover, 
numerous evils to which persons are exposed are due to 
defects existing in the persons themselves. These com- 
prise such evils as people cause to cach other and such as 
everyone causes to himself by his own actions and vices. 
We seek relief from evils which we afflict on ourselves, 


and we ascribe them to God who is far from connected 
with them. 


If men possessed wisdom, which stands in the same 
relation to the form of man as the sight to the eye, they 
would not cause any injury to themselves or to others; 
for the knowledge of truth removes hatred and quarrels, 
and prevents mutual injuries. 


When mankind languisheth in pain let no man say I 
shall retire unto mine own household, eat and drink and be 
at peace! Nay, each man must be willing to suffer with 
his fellowmen. He who shares the afflictions of others 
will merit to behold the comforting of humanity. 


They who are contemned but contemn not others; who 
hear themselves reproached but make no reply, whose 
every act is love, who cheerfully bear their afflictions, 
are the ones described in the scriptural verse: ‘‘ God’s 
lovers are like the sun in his might.”’

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Sow to yourself in righteousness, reap according to 
mercy; break up your fallow ground: for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till he come and rain righteousness upon you. 

For the world fighteth for the righteous. 


When all Israel is united, it becomes one household, 
and is called '' holy,’’ as the prophet saith, ‘‘ Holy is 
Israel to the Lord.”’ 

As God himself is one, as Israel is one, as Scripture 
saith, Israel one people on earth. Just as his Holy 
Name though spread throughout all lands is one, so 
Tsrael, though scattered among the nations remains one 
people. He who, in his prayer, knows how to declare 
the unity of the Name of the Holy One, helps, through 
his worship, to maintain the unity of Israel. 


It is good for us to feel that we have a history, 
that behind the Jew of the twentieth century there 
stretches a living chain of generations connecting him 
by manifold links with the far-off past. To think of 
ourselves as an historic people, as a people with a story 
at once moving and venerable, is to increase our reverence 
for Israel and for Judaism. The two things are closely 
connected. To discern the dignity of our ancient people 
is to be bound by fresh ties to its religion. The truth of 
a religious creed is the fundamental condition of loyalty 
to it; but its claim upon that loyalty must necessarily be 
strengthened by the grandeur of its past. What can be 
more inspiring than the thought that conceptions so 
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sublime as the Divine.Unity and Spirituality, as the 
kinship of the human soul with God and its inherent 
power to attain to fellowship with Him, have been for 
ages the venerated inheritance of our people, an inherit- 
ance, moreover, which they have shed their life-blood to 
preserve? 

No one can deem such pride aught but honourable. Out- 
side observers look for it in us, and are disappointed if 
they do not find it. The antiquity of Israel and of his 
religion, his age-long heroic witness to God—this power- 
fully appeals to the imagination of our neighbours. It 
would be a glaring anomaly if 16 did not impress our 
imagination too; if the Jew, alone among men, were 
unmoved by his own thrilling story. 

To foster the historic consciousness is, then, one of the 
duties of the Israelite. And the study of Jewish history 
is an obvious way of fulfilling this duty . . . . Judaism, 
however, is a practical religion . . . . It is fond of giving 
object-lessons which bring home to the mind religious 
truth in direct and striking fashion. It gives us similar 
lessons in Jewish history also. It gives them in the shape 
of holy days... . Their supreme object is religious. They 
are especially designed to impress upon us truths, and to 
remind us of duties, which we might otherwise overlook. 
Their historical aspect is a subsidiary, though a very 
important one. Nevertheless, the commemoration of the 
past is an act whose value, in the case of Jews especially, 
cannot be over-estimated. It deepens while exercising 
our historic sympathies; it helps us to feel our kinship 
with the great souls of our race of a bygone day; it makes 
us realise our dignity as members of the great House of 
Israel with its moving and ancient story. And in doing 
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this, it deepens our attachment to Judaism, So that in 
their quality as memorials of the past these sacred days 
serve a spiritual purpose apart from their immediate 
religious significance. They are additionally religious just 
because they are historical. 


The Sabbath, with its command to us to rest, is a 
rebuke to our avarice, our sordidness, our selfishness. It 
reminds us that we live for higher things than gain, and 
the ease and the pleasures it helps us to get. It reminds 
us that ‘‘ there are higher objects in life than success. 
The Sabbath, with its exhortation to the worship of God 
and the doing of kindly deeds, reminds us week by week 
of these higher objects. It prevents us reducing our life 
to the level of a machine. The gathered experience of 
mankind that the break in the routine of work, one day in 
seven, will heighten the value of the very work itself is 
not lightly to be put aside. The Sabbath is one of the 
glories of our humanity, For if to labour is noble, of our 
own free will to pause in that labour which may lead to 
success, to money or to fame, may be nobler still. To 
dedicate one day a week to rest and to God, this is the 
prerogative and privilege of man alone. It is an ordinance 
which we may rightly call Divine.’’ 


The Sabbath has a high aim—to nourish the spiritual 
part of us, to help us to realise more fully the meaning 
of our life in relation to God and to the things which are 
eternal: to help us to find tranquillity of spirit, and with 
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it the power to live eagerly and joyously, strengthened 
by confident trust in God and bearing ourselves proudly 
and with dignity as members of the House of Israel. In 
our moments of worship, of meditation and of quiet, we 
pray that there will come to us a deeper awareness of 
God’s abiding presence to fill our hearts with serenity and 
peace. 


Also the strangers, that join themselves to the Lord, 
to minister unto him, and to love the name of the Lord, 
to be his servants, everyone that keepeth the Sabbath 
from profaning it, and holdeth fast by my covenant; 
even them will I bring to my holy mountain, and make 
them joyful in my house of prayer; for mine house shall 
be called an house of prayer for all peoples. 


I call to witness heaven and earth that it matters not 
whether it be non-Jew or Jew, man or woman, bound or 
free: upon each according to his conduct shall the Divine 
Spirit rest. 


And saith the Holy One, praised be he: ‘‘ Let my light 
be in thy hand, and thy light shall be in mine.’ The 
light of the Lord is his divine law, for it saith: ‘‘ The 
commandment is a lamp and the teaching is a light.’’

Though he is great above all 
created things in the power to know and understand, 
how little is that power when measured against the infin- 
itude of being! Yet in his manhood lies the desire to 
know, which will not rest. Even if his seeking and 
striving do not bring him a fulness of knowledge, they 
hold the hope of his advancement toward a larger pos- 
session of truth. Happy is he if while he seeks he fol- 
lows the guidance of faith, for then the mystery glows 
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with a new warmth and light. But even if doubt haunts 
all his strivings, his life enlarged by the active desire for 
knowledge may come nearer to the Heart of the Uni- 
verse, to the Soul of all being, to the Home of truth. 


My God, my God! let me for once look on thee 

As though nought else existed, we alone. 

And as creation crumbles, my soul’s spark 

Expands till I can say—Even from myself 

I need thee and I feel thee and I love thee. 

I do not plead my rapture in thy works 

For love of thee, nor that I feel as one 

Who cannot die: but there is that in me 

Which turns to thee, which loves, or which should 
love.

Remain the records of their vain endeavour, 
Frail spells—whose uttered charm might not avail to 
sever, \ 
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From all we hear and all we see, 
Doubt, chance, and mutability, 
Thy light alone—like mist o’er mountains driven, 
Or music by the night-wind sent 
Through strings of some still instrument, 
Or moonlight on a midnight stream, 
Gives grace and truth to life’s unquiet dream. 


Love, Hope, and Self-esteem, like clouds depart 
And come, for some uncertain moments lent 
Man were immortal, and omnipotent, 
Didst thou, unknown and awful as thou art, 
Keep with thy glorious train firm state within his heart.

Often in Israel’s long history, our fathers recalled the 
story of the Exodus, especially for encouragement in 
times of oppression; and we, whose lines are fallen in 
pleasant places, look back with deep gratitude upon the 
many deliverances of the House of Israel from darkness 
unto light, from mourning unto joy, from oppression to 
freedom. 

But God’s goodness is constantly revealed to us. We 
perceive it not only in the great events in human 
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history, but in all that makes up our life under his 
providence, and in the workings of physical nature 
which bring man joy and blessing. At this time 
of the year we feel more especially the joy of 
Spring; it is akin to the joy of freedom. The new 
life which this season brings, like a feeling of new found 
freedom, stirs the heart to a great longing, and fills it 
with a deep gladness. 


Our Father, let the memory of past deliverances and 
the thought of present blessings rouse our hearts unto 
gratitude. May our observance of the Passover be as a 
song of praise unto thee, showing forth our joy in thy 
goodness and our knowledge of thine abiding love.

FOR CHANUKKAH. 


The following might be added to any of the preceding 
Services which can appropriately be used for a 
Chanukkah Service. 


Reader: 


We celebrate to-day the deliverance which was wrought 
for our fathers many centuries ago, when a king who 
ruled over them sought by laws and oppression to 
destroy all that was distinctive in the life of the Jews, 
more especially their religion. Though the Syrian mon- 
arch had the strength of mighty armies on his side, yet 
he failed to coerce the Jews because of their deep loyalty. 
Impelled by his oppressive edicts to rebellion, they 
gained, under the leadership of Judas Maccabeus, a 
great victory which brought them freedom to uphold 
their religion. By this victory, they regained possession 
of the Temple in Jerusalem, which they cleansed; and 
they built a new altar dedicated to the service of God. 


One of the two following passages will be read. 
And they rose up early in the morning, on the five and 


twentieth day of the ninth month, which is the month of 
Chislev, in the hundred and forty-eighth year,* and 


* The year 165 before the common era. 
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offered sacrifice according to the law upon the new altar 
of burnt offerings, which they had made. At what time 
and on what day the Syrians had profaned it, even on 
that day was it dedicated afresh, with songs and harps 
and lutes, and with cymbals. And all the people fell 
upon their faces, and worshipped, and gave praise unto 
heaven, which had given them good success. And they 
kept the dedication of the altar eight days, and offered 
burnt offerings with gladness, and sacrificed a sacrifice 
of deliverance and praise. And they decked the fore- 
front of the temple with crowns of gold and small shields, 
and dedicated afresh the gates and the priests’ chambers, 
and made doors for them. And there was exceeding 
great gladness among the people, and the reproach of 
the heathen was turned away. And Judas and_ his 
brethren and the whole congregation of Israel ordained 
that the days of the dedication of the altar should be kept 
in their seasons from year to year by the space of eight 
days, from the five and twentieth day of the month 
Chislev, with gladness and joy. 


or 


And Maccabeus and they that were with him, the 
Lord leading them on, recovered the temple and the city ; 
and they pulled down the altars that had been built in 
the market place by the Syrians, and also the walls of 
sacred inclosures. And having cleansed the sanctuary, 
they made another altar of sacrifice; and striking stones 
and taking fire out of them, they offered sacrifices, after 
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they had ceased for ten years, and burned incense, and 
lighted lamps, and set forth the shewbread. And when 
they had done these things, they fell prostrate and 
besought the Lord that they might fall no more into such 
evils; but that, if ever they should sin, they might be 
chastened by him with forbearance, and not be delivered 
unto blaspheming and barbarous heathen. Now on the 
same days that the sanctuary was profaned by the 
Syrians, upon that very day did it come to pass that the 
cleansing of the sanctuary was made, even on the five and 
twentieth day of the same month, which is Chislev. And 
they kept eight days with gladness in the manner of the 
Feast of Tabernacles, remembering how that not long 
afore, during the Feast of Tabernacles, they were wan- 
dering in the mountains and in the caves after the manner 
of wild beasts. Wherefore bearing wands wreathed with 
leaves, and fair boughs, and palms also, they offered up 
hymns of thanksgiving to him that had prosperously 
brought to pass the cleansing of his own place. They 
ordained also with a common statute and decree, for all 
the nation of the Jews, that they should keep these days 
every year.
